the expense of efficiency in service, nor so as to cripple the system in dis- 
eharging its national function as one of the chief agents in the development 

of the Dominion. : % 

Equally frank has Sir Henry been im his declaration that the prosperity 

* @f Canada demands that agriculture in Canada be prosperous, and he has ex- 

_ pressed the opinion that transportation within Canada must adjusted so 
as to assist in promoting agricultural progress‘and prosperity. ~ A prosperous 
condition in agricalturé will In itself be the most powerful of all magnets 
attracting. immigration. A prosperous agricultural community will produce 
the. crops which will give the railways that larger traffic they must have. 
And-a prosperous.agricultural community will be a heary buying community, 
dewanding the finished products of the forests, the fisheries, the factories 
and the mines, all of which means more traffic for the railways. — 

Finally, Sir Henry has revealed himself asa man who holds that a good 
workman is deserving of a good wage, fair treatment and a decent standard 
ef living. Im return he looks for and will demand loyal, efficient service. 
He has already set up an Ideal for all the vast army of C.N:R. employees, and 
has solicited their co-operation in making their common undertaking a success. 

It will take time, perseverance, untiring energy. No time has been lest 
fm amalgamating the several railways into one united national syStem, and the 
world is now to witness the spectacle of the greatest experiment in public 
ewnership of railwars ever attempted. Canadians have always shown them- 
sives capable of doing big things.
